the air so necessary to the.introduction of the ocean brecxe. Our dimate iiriis me­ 
liorating progress will eomttimea to the momentary observer, appear to retrograde. 
But it happeua io physkks as io morale ; there ia a versatility io both ; a recurrence 
of something similar to past events, a reminiscence of almost forgotten scenes. In 
Southern Europe for instance, in latitudes psrallel with ours, in that country «»f dense 
population. Where the surface of the earth baa been for centuriea cleared and expos­ 
ed to the effect of the solar rays, them is at long intervals a return of intense cc|J,

forward with resignation, and with a well-founded hope of a constantly cnerc»etug 
melioration of climate, until in the p ogrca* of ou> growing population e*qty I eg of 
this vast Republic shall be converted into a cultivated field.

ry and of every ntceaaary munition of 
war. 
Add to thia. that in no case was 
there any ihiog abort of independence 
thought of by either tht Presideol, Ihe 
Congress, or |lie army ; and tht peo- 
pit gtneralty were every day giving 
more unequivocal testimony ot their de­ 
termination nevei again to aubmit to the

In such circumstan­ 
ce». Morillo might think it» as we dare 
say he did, a very fortunate escape« to 
extricate himself, almost upon any 
tcrma, from so perilous a situation.
